Agawams proposed “walkable 
downtown’ streetscape didn't get 
a green light or a stop sign from 
the City Council this week. 

Instead, councilors asked 
Town Engineer Michelle Chase to 
return with a less expensive ver- 
sion of the plan, to be discussed 
at a public workshop Monday and 
voted at a future council meeting. 


Most councilors, along with sev- 
eral members of the public who 
spoke at the start of the April 3 
council meeting, made it clear 
they would not support the cur- 
rent $5.28 million plan for Walnut 
Street Extension. Some went far- 
ther than that. 

“You should leave this area 
the way it is, said town resident 
Donald Cook. “[It’s] a downtown 
area that is not needed. Look at 
Northampton — stores are clos- 


ing at an alarming rate. Shopping 
trends have changed.’ 

The plan, which engineers 
and planners have been working 
on for more than a year, would 
replace the current strip malls 
on Walnut Street Extension with 
wide sidewalks, a bike lane and 
angled on-street parking. Chase 
and Mayor Richard Cohen said 
last week that they hope to get 
the project approved this month 
in order to integrate it with the

state-funded reconstruction of 


the Morgan-Sullivan Bridge and 
Springfield Street. 


Following a suggestion by 


Councilor Gina Letellier, Chase 
agreed to return with a scaled- 
back proposal at a lower cost. The 
City Council voted 8-1 to table the 
proposal until its next meeting. 
City Councilor George Bitzas 
said on Tuesday that the Com- 
munity Relations Subcommittee, 
of which he is the chairman, will 
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host a public workshop on the 
Walnut Street Extension project 
at 7 p.m Monday, April 10, at the 
Roberta Doering school audito- 
rium, 68 Main St., Agawam.

Police struggling to maintain full strength

Keeping “the force’ at full 
force is a constant struggle, Aga- 
wams mayor and police chief say. 

Last month, the Agawam City 
Council had to transfer $160,000 
into the department's overtime 
budget to cover unstaffed shifts. 
Part of the shortfall came when 
three officers were placed on ad- 
ministrative leave for allegedly 
using excessive force against an 
arrestee, but Mayor Richard Co- 
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hen said the police in the past 
year have also been beset by inju- 
ries and a very slow civil service 
hiring and training process. 

The council approved the ad- 
ditional overtime on March 21, 
but a couple of councilors, in- 
cluding Robert Rossi, a retired 
Agawam police officer, ques- 
tioned the department's handling 
of the civil service list. 

“There are a number of officers 
on the civil service list that have 
passed the exam and are ready to 
be hired,’ said Rossi.

Cohen said while that may be 
true, it takes too long to hire offi- 
cers and get them out on patrol. 
Sometimes, he said, the town 
makes a hire but ends up with 
nothing to show for it. 

“They have to go through 
the hiring process, said Cohen. 
“Then there is the full-time police 
academy, followed by field train- 
ing. It takes a long time. It is an- 
tiquated and we have lost officers 
along the way. 

The process is costly, with no 
guarantee that the officer Aga- 


wam invests in actually gets on 
the road in an Agawam cruiser. 
Once an officer has been hired 
by the town, he or she is paid 
while attending the full-time 
police academy, followed by the 
local department's field training. 
During the past year, Cohen said 
three officers hired by the town 
have gone to the academy and 
not made it through, which rep- 
resented a cost to the town.

Cohen calls $26.5M 
plan a ‘budget buster’;

One of William Sapellis last 
actions as school superintendent 
will be to appoint a new building 
committee that would oversee a 
replacement for the town’s Early 
Childhood Center — if it ever gets 
funded. 

The School Committee voted 
unanimously on March 28 to give 
the superintendent appointment 
authority after voting 6-1 to ap- 
prove Sapellis request to form a 
building committee. Mayor Rich- 
ard Cohen, who serves the school 
boards chairman, cast the lone 
dissenting vote. 

Cohen said the estimated 
price tag on the preschool and 
kindergarten building, up to $26.5 
million, would be a “budget bust- 
er for the town. He told the com- 
mittee that paying that bond over 
the next 20 years would place “an 
enormous burden’ on taxpayers, 
who are already funding a $9 mil- 
lion upgrade to athletic facilities 
at the high school. 

The School Committee vot- 
ed to endorse the project in June 
2016, but neither the mayor nor 
City Council has asked for a coun- 
cil vote on funding in the nine 
months since then. 

“At this point, nothing is hap- 
pening. I dont want to sit on my 
hands and let it fall by the way- 
side, Sapelli told the school board 
last week. He said a building com- 
mittee is the next step and would 
keep the ECC project active in the 
public's mind.

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Green grant just a beginning, mayor says

If James Barry is going to bring $200,000 
checks every time he visits Agawam, he’s 
certainly welcome to come back. 

Mayor Richard Cohen thinks he'll be 
seeing a lot of the Western Massachusetts 
regional coordinator for the state Depart- 
ment of Energy Resources, who stopped by 
Town Hall last week to officially award the 
town its first grant under the state's Green 
Communities program. 

Agawam already has a five-year plan in 
place to spend Green Communities mon- 
ey, and hopes to receive additional green 
grants on an annual basis. 

The first $207,970 award will be spent 
on new heating and air circulation control 
systems at Clark and Doering schools, Co- : 
hen said. The town also intends to improve

insulation and replace inefficient light 
fixtures with LEDs, but the most wasteful 
use of electricity and heating fuel in town 
buildings is in heating empty rooms, par- 
ticularly large ones like gymnasiums, or 
keeping entire school buildings on their 
automatic thermostat settings when they 
are unexpectedly vacant, such as on a snow 
day. 

Newer controls can sense when a room 
is occupied and circulate fresh air only 
then; they can also be controlled remote- 
ly, making easier to shut down the heat or 
air conditioning in a building, or part of a 
building, when it is not being used. 

The towns five-year plan includes simi- 
lar upgrades at all the schools and several 
municipal buildings. Town officials esti- 
mate they would save more than $400,000

per year in energy costs after five years of 
upgrades. 

Agawam is eligible to apply for a Green 
Communities grant every year. Barry said 
the state may also begin awarding a second 
set of grants annually, focusing specifically 
on energy efficient streetlights. 

Barry said the Green Communities 
grants are funded by a $20 million annu- 
al payment to the state from the Regional 
Greenhouse Gas Initiative, a power plant 
emissions cap-and-trade program covering 
nine states. They don't depend on state or 
federal tax revenues, so theres little chance 
the program can be cut by Beacon Hill or 


Capitol Hill. Out of that $20 million, the 
state allocates payments to 185 cities and 
towns that have adopted certain environ- 
mentally friendly practices and regulations. 

Agawam became a Green Communi- 
ty last year when it adopted the “stretch” 
building code, which mandates energy-ef- 
ficient construction methods. Cohen said 
he had been pushing for the stretch code 
ever since the state Green Communities 
program began, only to have it defeated by 
the City Council several times. He estimat- 
ed that the delay in adopting the code has 
cost Agawam $1 million in foregone grant 
awards.

Way Finders says the people it serves will now 
have greater access to home financing options and small 
business lending. 
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Solar zoning set for 
public hearing May 1

City councilors will hold a public hearing May 1 on an 
ordinance restricting large-scale solar farms to industrial 
zones only. 

The addition to the towns zoning code — which cur- 
rently makes no mention of solar energy generation — has 
been discussed at several Planning Board meetings this 
year, including a public hearing hosted by that board on 
March 2. Councilors were slated to hold a joint workshop 
with the Planning Board to discuss the ordinance this 
week, but voted on April 3 to cancel that meeting. 

Some councilors said they would still like to meet joint- 
ly before their own public hearing, in order to discuss Plan- 
ning Board members’ suggested changes to the proposed 
ordinance. Those changes, discussed at the board’s March 
16 meeting, include deleting a provision that would have 
allowed solar farms on any town-owned property, regard- 
less of zoning; allowing solar farms in agricultural zones, 
subject to setback and lot-coverage restrictions; and in- 
creasing the buffering and screening requirements where 
solar farms abut residential zones. 

On the advice of Bacon and Wilson PC, a law firm advis- 
ing the town, the council canceled a planned joint meeting 
with the Planning Board this week. The law firm was work- 
ing on a legal memorandum regarding the status of two 
proposed solar farms in Feeding Hills, on land owned by 
Eversource. Assistant Town Solicitor Stephen Buoniconti 
said in a letter this week that Bacon and Wilson could not 
guarantee that the memorandum would be ready in time 
for the proposed April 6 joint meeting. 

The projects, on South Westfield Street and abutting 
both South West Street and Kosak Court, were proposed to 
the Planning Board before work began on the zone change 
ordinance. Several neighbors of the 20-acre Kosak Court 
solar farm have spoken against the project at past Plan- 
ning Board meetings. 

At those meetings, Joshua Lee Smith, an attorney 
for Eversource, said the ordinance is being pushed as a 
last-minute attempt to derail these particular proposals. 
He has said that Eversource has worked with town officials 
in a good-faith manner for nine months, and asked for an 
exemption to the zoning change for projects already in the 
works. 

Kosak Court neighbors have hired their own lawyer to 
represent them, Michael Pill of Northampton. Pill said last 
month that the Planning Board never should not have al- 
lowed Eversource to proceed with its application, as both 
Feeding Hills projects are in agricultural land, and the 
towns current zoning code does not allow industrial uses, 
such as electricity generation, in agricultural zones. 

Buoniconti said the town Law Department will also 
provide legal advice on the zone change ordinance itself 
“in the near future.’

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Inside dirt on trash toters, part 1 


Starting July 3, the town of Agawam will switch from 
its traditional curbside waste collection program — with 
trash barrels and recycling bins emptied by hand — to 
a new system using wheeled trash and recycling carts, 
picked up by an automated arm attached to the garbage 
truck. The Department of Public Works recently released 
a list of questions and answers about the switch. The Aga- 
wam Advertiser News is reprinting the DPW document in 
three parts; parts 2 and 3 will follow in future editions. 

What is automated trash collection? Automated col- 
lection services use a single, one person vehicle with a me- 
chanical arm to empty town-provided wheeled trash and 
recycling carts and return them to their original curbside 
position. 

What is single-stream “all-in-one” recycling? Sin- 
gle-stream means that all recyclables can be put in one 
container. Automated collection allows for single-stream 
recycling. You no longer need to separate paper in one con- 
tainer and bottles/cans in a second container. This separa- 
tion is now done at the recycling facility. 

What is the reason for the change in trash collec- 
tion? Automated collection has shown to be very effective 
at reducing the amount of litter found in the streets, reduc- 
ing trash disposal costs, increasing overall recycling and 
making collection more efficient. 

Will each household get a cart for trash and recycla- 
bles? Yes, each eligible household (each unit of a single- to 
four-family property) will receive two wheeled carts free of 
charge — one 65-gallon cart for trash, and one 95-gallon 
cart for recycling. 

May senior citizens request smaller carts? Senior 
citizens may request a smaller recycling cart. If you are a 
senior citizen and would like to exchange your 95-gallon 
recycling cart for a 65-gallon cart, requests for exchanges 
must be made by April 12. Exchange forms are available at 
the DPW (1000 Suffield St.) and Senior Center (954 Main 
St.). 

Are carts safe for senior citizens? The carts are easier 
and safer than other barrels or bags. The carts are designed 
for weight distribution and safety. Check out the cart sizes 
at the DPW and Senior Center. 

When will I received my new carts? All carts will be 
delivered during the month of June. 

Will my collection day change? Yes, there is a chance 
your collection day may change. All routes are being re- 
designed to operate more efficiently. Collections will now 
take place Monday through Friday. Trash will continue to 
be collected weekly; recycling every other week.

Where do I find my new route schedule? Route 
schedules will be posted online during the month of June. 
In addition, each household will receive a literature bag 
with the new recycling cart. Included in that bag will be 
the new route schedules. 

What do I do with my old trash barrel and recycling 
bins? It is encouraged that residents find an alternate use 
for their trash containers and recycling bins. If you have 
damaged containers or no longer wish to keep your con- 
tainers, the Department of Public Works will be having a 
collection during the month of July. 

Other topics to be addressed in parts 2 and 3 include 
how to replace a stolen or damaged cart, where to place 
the cart on collection day, what items can be placed in 
trash and recycling carts, and what to do in weeks where 
your household trash volume exceeds the cart’s capac- 
ity.

| years after banding together to stop com- 


mercial logging, the Friends of Robinson State 
Park may have saved their natural jewel again. 

Their advocacy with the state Department of 
Conservation and Recreation, and pressure on local 
and state elected officials, plainly played a large role 
in DCR’s announcement, last week, that a new park 
ranger had been hired for Robinson. Andy Gloss, an 
experienced DCR supervisor, will take over at the 
Feeding Hills park on April 9, just over four months 
after the job became vacant. 

Members of the Friends group were quick to recog- 
nize the risk when Joe Sarkis, who had been the park 
supervisor for decades, retired in early January. DCR 
did not immediately name a replacement, and said it 
was reviewing its staffing needs. 

Replacing Sarkis was never a foregone conclusion. 
Not every state park has a full-time ranger. DCR has 
several properties in Western Massachusetts; they 
could have assigned one employee to split his or her 
time among Robinson and other nearby parks, recre- 
ation areas and forests. Gloss own resume includes a 
stint as a supervisor at multiple locations. 

There was also talk of staffing Robinson State Park 
only during the warm months, when it gets the most 
traffic. But that would have left the gates locked in 
the winter, inconveniencing the smaller but dedicat- 
ed corps of park users who continue to walk dogs or 
snowshoe in the cold. 

Robinson deserved special consideration. It has 
incredible diversity of tree species for a park of its size 
— one arborist says it’s the most diverse state park in 
the East. Like Boston's Emerald Necklace, it’s an oasis 
of green surrounded by built-up suburban neighbor- 
hoods. Its proximity to population centers — Aga- 
wam, Westfield, West Springfield — and accessibility 
by bus to Springfield make it attractive not just for a 
day trip but for an afternoon hike, a weekend picnic or 
morning exercise. Even in the winter, people are con- 
stantly coming and going. 

That ease of accessibility is also a challenge for 
DCR, however. Robinson State Park’s hiking trails 
connect in several places with two of Feeding Hills’ 
busiest streets, North Street and North Westfield 
Street. As attractive as it is to hikers, dog-walkers and 
picnickers, it can be just as attractive to snowmobil- 
ers and ATV riders, if theres nobody on hand to en- 
force the rules. And with so many ways out, catching 
vandals is difficult. Without a full-time park ranger, 
Robinson State Park would not remain the safe, idyllic 
haven that it has been for decades. 

People who live in Feeding Hills, and people who 
spend their weekends at Robinson State Park, know 
all this. The budget masters and administrators in 
Boston dont. They make their decisions based on cold 
data — and political reality. 

The political reality is this: When a group of taxpay- 
ers get together and petition their government, both 
by speaking with the decisionmakers and leaning on 
their elected officials, sometimes government does 
listen. It did, this time, and our community is richer 
for it.

artificial turf football field, new bleach- 
ers and press box, and, for the first time, 
a synthetic track, enabling the track team 
to host home meets for the first time in a 
decade; new tennis and basketball courts;

The 13th season of the 
Agawam Cultural Coun- 
cils popular Applause 
Series concludes Friday, 
May 5, at 7 p.m. Sally 
Matson will presents her 
one-woman portrayal 
of 19th century activist 
Susan B. Anthony at the 
Agawam Public Library. 

Anthony's letters, 
speeches and diaries pro- 
vide an interesting histo- 
ry lesson and reveal her 
righteous fury, her wit 
and her perseverance. An 
ardent abolitionist who 
traveled New York state 
for the Anti-Slavery Soci- 
ety, she was later arrest- 
ed, tried, and convicted 
for illegally voting in the 
1875 presidential elec- 
tion. Anthony became 
the symbol of the strug- 
gle for womens suffrage 
and womens rights, and 
her self-deprecating hu- 
mor and keen intellect 
allowed her to challenge 
legislators, | newsmen, 
and even fellow abolitionists and suffrag- 
ists. 

Matson is a graduate of the Northwest- 
ern University School of Communication, 
and has been acting and directing for 40 
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Diane Juzba said although the com- 
mittee must “be mindful of the burden on 
taxpayers, it was “premature” to state that 
forming a building committee “would be a 
burden on the budget, when we dont have 
an actual plan in place just yet.’

Brian Burbank said not forming a build- 
ing committee could cause the project to 
“fade off? and that would be “irresponsi- 
ble’ Carmino Mineo said the School Com- 
mittee should “act quickly and not drag our 
feet” on a new ECC. Added Vice Chairman 
Shelley Borgatti-Reed, “We cant sit back 
and do nothing.’ 

Wendy Rua argued that the need for a 
new ECC exists and that the School Com- 
mittee’s job is to “advocate for the needs 
of the district.’ She said taking the project 
“off the radar doesn't make much sense.’ 
Rua added that a building committee is 
“very important” because it will allow dis- 
cussions to continue while still looking at 
“creative” approaches for a new ECC. 


Not in budget 

School officials have identified a re- 
placement for the current preschool build- 
ing at Perry Lane Park — an overcrowded 
“temporary site in operation since the 
1990s — as one of the district's top capital 
needs for two decades. Current plans call 
for a new building on the Agawam Junior 
High School campus, off Springfield Street 
in Feeding Hills. The building would serve 
all preschoolers and kindergartners in 
town, freeing up space formerly occupied 
by kindergarten classrooms and overflow 
preschool classrooms in the town’s four el- 
ementary schools. 

Last year, Cohen indicated the earliest 
he would propose any funding for a new 
ECC would be in the fiscal 2018 budget,

The Agawam Cultural 
Council is an all-volun- 
teer local partner of the 
Massachusetts Cultural 
Council, a state agen- 
cy that provides part of 
its funding.

The City Coun- 
cil has not yet received a funding propos- 
al from the mayor, and it’s not clear if and 
when he will make a proposal. 

Sapelli, who will retire June 30, has ad- 
vocated for a replacement of Perry Lane for 
several years. In 2015, a feasibility commit- 
tee hired a school architectural firm to con- 
duct a needs assessment. In its report to 
the committee last year, the firm detailed 
the need for a preschool and kindergarten 
building, and identified several possible 
building sites. 

At last week's meeting, Cohen suggested 
an internal survey should be conducted to 
“determine the feasibility of using existing 
space” before spending money on new con- 
struction. 

The architectural firm's report showed 
that the four elementary schools — two of 
which already host preschool classrooms 
that don't fit at Perry Lane — are at or over 
capacity. Architects rejected building an 
addition to an existing school because it 
would be more expensive than building a 
new standalone school. 

The architectural firm also recommend- 
ed a new ECC be built solely with town 
funds — rather than seeking reimburse- 
ment from the state's School Building Au- 
thority — because the approval process 
for a state grant can take up to five years 
and is not guaranteed. Waiting for a grant 
could wipe out any potential savings to ris- 
ing construction costs. Additionally, only a 
partial reimbursement would be available, 
because the state does not fund preschool 
buildings. 

“Theres a dire need for a new ECC — 
and every year we wait it gets more expen- 
sive, said Sapelli. 

Comprising school administrators, 
teachers, parents, city councilors, the town 
treasurer, building maintenance director 
and community members, the building 
committee will act as the “administrative 
authority” over any construction project. 
Its decisions, however, will be subject to 
approval of the School Committee. 

Sapelli said he expects to make the ap- 
pointments by May 1, around the same 
time the School Committee plans to hire a 
new superintendent to succeed him.

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officials had already had enough time to 
come up with “a plan that made sense.’ His 
was the only vote in opposition, however; 
eight councilors voted in favor of grant- 
ing the extra time. Two councilors, James 
Cichetti and Donald Rheault, were not 
present at the April 3 meeting. 

Some councilors had also expressed 
their concerns with the project at a joint 
meeting of the Community Relations and 
Finance subcommittees held March 29. 

Councilor Christopher Johnson said on- 
street parking would be a step backward 
for Walnut Street. He said the strip mall 
configuration — with driveways and park- 
ing spaces separated from through traffic 
by a raised curb — was the result of a previ- 
ous streetscape project, in the 1980s. At the 
time, on-street parking was seen as prone 
to accidents. 

He noted that the 1980s project was 
funded by federal grants, and said any new 
project should wait for grant or private 
business help. There is no guarantee that 
wider sidewalks will attract more business- 
es, he said. 

“I don't feel we should spend taxpayer 
money and [just] hope somebody will go 
there,’ he said. 

At the subcommittee meeting, Letellier 
said her objections to the project are finan- 
cial. 

“I want to be able to do something for 
that area, but I can't justify $5.28 milllion 
for one-third of a mile,’ said Letellier. 


Other priorities 

Several residents signed up to speak at 
the April 3 meeting, all voicing opposition 
to the project. Many of them suggested that 
the town spend money to fix other prob- 
lems in Agawam. 

“Its foolish and it’s ill-advised, at best,’ 
said David Morrie of Feeding Hills. “We 
dont need a Walnut Street fantasyland. 
There are so many roads, bridges and side- 
walks in town that need repair: 

Billy Chester said the money would 
be better spent on the unfunded and 
long-awaited extension of sewer service to 
southwestern Feeding Hills. 

Cook asked that the money be invested 
in the current sewer system, in lieu of the 
sewer rate hikes voted by the City Council 
earlier this year. 

Stephen Roth noted that bonding $5.28 
million would increase taxes, including 
taxes on senior citizens living on fixed in-

Gillis, the department hired 11 new officers 
during fiscal 2016, the year that ended last 
June 30, to backfill existing vacancies. 

Gillis disputed Rossi's characterization 
of the civil service list. The chief said there 
is a lack of qualified candidates, which has 
delayed the hiring process. 

Gillis said only seven of the 11 complet- 
ed the academy. Only four of that seven are 
currently in the patrol division with full 
field training. ‘There are two more current- 
ly in field training, and a third is on leave 
because he is a member of Massachusetts 
Army National Guard. He is expected to be 
deployed with the military for up to a year. 

Additionally, while the two of the three 
officers involved in the use of force incident 
were reinstated, they have been put back 
on paid administrative leave because of an 
FBI investigation into the incident. 

The department hired four new officers 


comes. He said the money would be better 
spent on building affordable housing for 
seniors. Approving the streetscape project 
“would clearly show you have no regard 
for the most vulnerable in the community, 
Roth said. 

Former School Committee member 
Linda Galarneau also advised councilors 
to reject the project. She said replacing the 
towns Early Childhood Center — for an es- 
timated $26.5 million — should be a higher 
priority. The School Committee voted for 
the ECC project last year, but neither the 
mayor nor the council has taken steps to- 
ward a vote on whether to fund it. 

“The excuse this year was that funding 
had to go to the athletic fields; Galarneau 
said. “It’s time to put this [ECC] project on 
the front burner. 

Corinne Wingard said she believes the 
project is “a great opportunity, but would 
rank the ECC as a higher priority. She said 
Walnut Street Extension could be rebuilt at 
some future date, whereas the need for a 
new preschool building is more immediate. 

Douglas Reed spoke on behalf of his 
brother-in-law Edward Borgatti, owner 
of EB’s, a restaurant on Walnut Street Ex- 
tension. He said Borgatti is “pretty upset” 
about plans to beautify Walnut Street Ex- 
tension from a City Council that has al- 
lowed the abandoned Games and Lanes 
building, across the street, to deteriorate 
since the 1990s. He called the streetscape 
project “putting the cart before the horse. 
Get that building out of there and maybe 
we can talk.’ 

William Clark, another businessman on 
Walnut Street Extension, did not speak at 
the council meeting but voiced his opposi- 
tion to the project after a March 30 council 
subcommittee meeting. By contrast, two 
large property owners on Walnut Street 
Extension, speaking at the subcommittee 
meeting, said they supported the plan. 

David Peter, who purchased Games 
and Lanes a year ago, said the promise of a 
streetscape project was one of the reasons 
he bought the property, and Chase's plan 
would help his efforts to sell or redevelop 
the parcel. 

David Gardner, who owns 365-385 Wal- 
nut Street Ext., called the plan “an opportu- 
nity for the town, along with businesses in 
that area, including those in my building. ... 
They want to have something they can be 
proud of”

in January, but one candidate did not work 
out. The three others are currently in the 
police academy. 

There are currently 41 officers. The de- 
partment is authorized for 45. 

Cohen said it has been a constant strug- 
gle to maintain a full complement of man- 
power in the Police Department. He said 
the state needs to reform the civil service 
system. 

“Its antiquated, outdated, and not 
needed, said Cohen. “We received five new 
officers in last year’s budget and have had 
trouble filling the positions.’ 

Cohen said the increased overtime 
funds do not represent an additional cost 
to taxpayers. Funding for overtime was 
transferred from the salary and court time 
compensation accounts, which are un- 
der-spent because of vacancies.
